The government has recoin- 
[ mended that farmers cut their 
1951 potato acreage 15 per cent 
below this year. 

The Agriculture Department! 
suggested a production goal of 
335,000,000 bushels compared 
with this year's indicated crop 
of about 420,000,000 bushels. 

Next year's crop will have no 
government price support. Con¬ 
gressional action this year took 
away supports which have cost 
the government more than $500,- 
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000,000 since early in the war.

Mrs, Harris was in the apart¬ 
ment over the feed store when 
she discovered smoke coming 
through the floor. She had time 
only to grab a sweater and leave 
the apartment as the fumes roll¬ 
ed into the second floor room?. 
Within a few minutes the 
Marlinlon Volunteer Firemen 
were on the scene and succeed¬ 
ed in bringing the lire under 
control. It was difficult to locate 
the actual blaze, a? smoke 
curried throughout the building 
jimd into the grocery store by 
heating and ventilator openings.

son of John Coffman, collided 
with a bon and one-half truck 
driven by Hubert VanReen&n* of 
Beard, Accompanying Mr. Van 
Reeium were his two children* 
but none of the occupants of this 
truck suffered injuries except for 
minor cuts ft n d bruises. The 
younger Coffman suffered pain¬ 
ful but not serious injuries. 

On Wednesday morning, at¬
